Fiscal Analysis 
 
1. The fiscal impact is difficult to quantify into a specific dollar amount, except on a project-by-project basis.  

On public works projects the impact is determined to be at least an additional 2% of the construction cost.  
This is due to the fact that the architect/engineer originally hired will have some responsibility to answer 
the contractor’s questions regarding the design, review shop drawings/submittals, negotiate change orders, 
and perform other functions (with the exception of the inspections).  There will be an additional expense 
of hiring the third party to perform the inspections.
